Paragraph 2 of Article VII of the Agreement provides 
that the Government of Japan will make available, from time 
to time, to the Government of the United States of America 
funds in yen for the administrative and related expenses of the 
latter Government in connection with carrying out the 
Agreement. 

Paragraph 3 of Annex G of the Agreement provides 
that, in consideration of the contributions in kind to be made 
available by the Government of Japan, the amount of yen to be 
made available as a cash contribution by the Government of 
Japan for any Japanese fiscal year shall be as agreed upon 
between the two Governments. 

Accordingly, I have the honor to propose on behalf of 
the Government of Japan the following arrangements concerning 
the amount of the cash contribution referred to above for the 
Japanese fiscal year 2007:
